Home-owners Get Break 
On 73 Insurance Rates 
After Action by Board 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — Homeowners in nearly 


every part of Texas will pay lower rates to insure 
their houses this year, the State Insurance Board 
has announced. 


The board ordered reductions ranging from 4 


to 30 per cent Tuesday in rates for extended 
coverage and homeowners insurance, effective 
with policies written or renewed Jan. 1, 


New Fire insurance rates, with reductions on 


the order of 7.5 to 10 per cent, will be issued in a 
few days, the three-man board said. 


The only part of the state receiving an increase 


was the 14-county Gulf Coast, which will have a 4 
per cent increase in homeowners insurance 
rates, a far cry from the 22.4 per cent jump 
recommended last February by the board staff. 


Extended coverage insures one's home against 


windstorms, hurricanes, hailstorms, explosion, 
riots, smoke and collisions by aircraft or 
vehicles. 


Homeowners policies include fire insurance, 


most of the protection afforded by extended 
coverage, plus liability insurance and reim- 
bursement for losses to burglars. 


The new rates will be in effect for at least a 


year, the board said, with a possibility of some 
changes within rating territories later in 1973 
based on the severity 
and frequency of 


hailstorms, which tend to be worse at high 
altitudes. 


Here are the rate changes, by territory: 
Extended Coverage (dwellings only): 
Seacoast—4 per cent decrease for the 14 


counties on the Gulf Coast and 18 per cent 
reduction for the 14 counties on the second tier 
back from the Gulf. 


Central inland—8 per cent reduction. 
North Northwest—30 per cent reduction. 
Homeowners: 
Seacoast—4 per cent increase for the 14 coastal 


counties and a 10 per cent reduction for the 14 
"second tier" counties. 


Central Inland—7 per cent reduction. 
North Northwest—20 per cent decrease. 
The Central Inland Territory, the state's 


largest, includes Dallas, Fort Worth, San An- 
tonio, El Paso and Austin. 


Included in the North Northwest Tettirory are 


Amarillo, Lubbock, Midland, Odessa, Abilene 
and San Angelo. 


Gulf Coast counties in the Seacoast Territory 


are Cameron, Willacy, Kenedy, Kleberg, 
Nueces, San Patricio, Aransas, Calhoun, 
Matagorda, Brazoria, Galveston, Chambers, 
Jefferson and Refugio. "Second tier" counties 
are Bee, Brooks, Fort Bend, Goliad, Hardin, 
Harris, Hidalgo, Jackson, Jim Wells, Liberty, 
Live Oak, Orange, Victoria and Wharton. 


"These rate changes are the result of certain 


changes in the formula applicable to rate mak- 
ing and to the last two years of experience which 
nave been relatively free of storm losses," the 
board said in a statement. 


No figure on how many millions of dollars the 


rate reductions would save Texas policyholders 
was available. 


One reason for the reductions was a board 


decision to cut from 30 to 25 per cent the amount 
of the premium 
dollar allotted 
to such 


"acquisition costs" as agents' commissions and 
advertising. 


Another reason was a U.S. Price Commission 


rule that chopped by 37.5 per cent the facor used 
by the board to keep rates abreast of inflation. 


Until Tuesday, rates had been unchanged 


since July 1971. Last February, the board's staff 
recommended small reductions in homeowners 
and extended coverage rates for the North 
Northwest and Central Inland territories. The 
staff 
also recommended a 22.4 per cent 


homeowners rate hike and a 35.4 per cent jump 
in extended coverage rates for the entire 28- 
county Seacoast Territory. 


But no rate changes were made last year, as 


the board put off a decision while it studied its 
ratemaking formula. 


The legislature is expected to consider bills 


this year that would take the ratemaking power 
away from the board and let the insurance com- 
panies set their own rates.

with a 26-year-old Blooming 
Grove native serving as the chief 
probation officer. 


Hugh Nicholson, 26, officially 


began his duties as 
adult 


probation officer on Jan. 1, ac- 
cording to 13th District Court 
Judge H.D. Nicholson. (The 
Judge noted that he and the 
probation 
officer 
are 
not 


related.) 


The probation officer began 


Wednesday afternoon unpacking 
books and papers in his new of- 
fice on the second floor of the 
Navarro County Courthouse. 


The District Judge said that the 


adult probation department is 
responsible 
for keeping the 


courts informed on the status of 
persons who are placed on 
probation and making sure that 
these people have not violated the 
terms of probation. 


The new probation officer is a

and Arlington State College (now 
the University of Texas at 
Arlington), one year before being 
graduated from Texas A&M 
University.

probation and include in the file a 
photograph 
and 
fingerprint 


identification. 
Persons 
on 


probation pay a fee not to exceed 
$10 per month. 


Judge Nicholson said in- 


terviews will be held at 9:30 a.m. 
Tuesday in the grand jury room 
of the Navarro County Cour- 
thouse for persons who wish to 
apply for the position of secretary 
to the adult probation officer, 
juvenile 
probation 
officer,

Hampel said the ending of 
low interest loans from tax 
funds for rural electric 
service will be a great 
problem for REA. "I think 
it will be a very terrific 
blow to us," Hampel 
commented. 


Hampel said REA will 


now depend on the National 
Rural Utilities Financial 
Corporation for help in 
financing loans. He said 
REA is just getting started 
in this venture, but so far it 
has proved successful. In 
the past, REA has paid for 
the highest percentage of 
loans, and the Rural 
Financing 
Corporation 


shared 20 or 30 per cent. 


"We've 
always 
met 


every problem that came 
along," Hampel stated, 
"and we'll have to meet 
this one." He wasn't cer- 
tain just how this could be 
accomplished. 


'It's a great opportunity for us 


in this judicial district in that 
these divisions will be funded 
entirely by the federal govern- 
ment at the inception and for 
several years afterward until the 
county 
can 
finance 
the 


programs," Nicholson said. He 
commended the Navarro County 
Commissioners 
Court for ap- 


proving the programs and sup- 
plying office space at the cour- 
thouse. A site for the juvenile 
office has not been officially 
approved by the Commissioners' 
Court, although a room on the 
third floor was considered during 
a recent Commission meeting. 


"We here are just as entitled to 


every advantage of the judicial 
system as people in larger cities 
are," Judge Nicholson said. "We 
now have an opportunity to 
provide the services." He said his 
aim is to provide a judicial 
system for this area equivalent to 
or superior to systems existing in 
other districts. 


City Dads Decide 
To Promote Bonds 
With 
Trip to NY 


Corsicana city officials are 


slated to go to New York City 
Jan. 22 to confer with the firms of 
Moody's and Standard and Poor 
about securing the best rating 
possible on the bonds voters 
approved Nov. 14. 


Following 
Tuesday's 
City 


Commission 
meeting, 
City 


Manager Jack Russell informed 
the city leaders that Corsicana's 
fiscal advisor, First Southwest 
Co., had set up appointments and 
purchased plane tickets for the 
city delegation for the trip. 


The appointment with Moody's 


is Tuesday, Jan. 23, and with 
Standard and Poor the next day. 


There had been some question 


about whether city officials other 
than Russell would make the trip, 
but with the tickets secured and 
the appointments made for them, 
Mayor Sue Youngblood and 
Commissioners Geral Nichols 
and H.R. Stroube, Jr., indicated 
they would go. Commissioner 
Bob Scott—who earlier had said 
he saw no material value of 
sending anyone with Hardy 
Eubanks of First Southwest other 
than the city manager—indicated 
to Russell he wouldn't be making 
the trip. 


Commissioner P.D. Fullwood 


was ill at home, but City Manager 
Russell said he likely will attend 
also, and a plane reservation had 
been made in Fullwood's name. 


Corsicana has set Feb. 20 as the 


date it will sell the first group of 
the approved bonds—the $150,000 
drainage issue, tne $450,000 
municipal building complex 
bonds, and $750,000 in street 
bonds. 


The City Commission Tuesday 


adopted a "revenue sharing" 
budget required by the federal 
government 
indicating the 


proposed use of the anticipated 
$245,570 largely for street im- 
provements, plus minor park 
improvements, and set out the 
initial 10 streets to be overlaid 
with new asphaltic surface 
coverings from the money being 
received 
from 
the federal 


government. 


The adopted budget marks 


$235,570 of the revenue sharing 
money for street work and $10,000 
for restroom facilities in Com- 
munity Park and East Corsicana 
(Bunert) Park and putting in an 
all-weather road to the East side 
park. 


City Manager Jack Russell 


said three types of street im- 
provements 
are 
proposed: 


overlaying of paved streets with 
new asphalt surface on contract 
basis, sealcoating other streets, 
and hard-surfacing existing 
unpaved streets. 


Bids had been taken in advance 


on furnishing the City a minimum 
of 20,000 square yards of "hot 
mix" asphalt and laying on 
F-.voets designated by the Com- 
mission. 


Russell gave the Commission a 


tabulation of bids from 
five 


contractors terming as "fan- 
tastic" a low bid from Hable 
Construction of Corsicana of 60 


cents a square yard for a 1 '-j-inch 
overlay, which he recommended 
be accepted. 


Bids were taken on a unit price 


for one inch, !'.» and 1'2 inch 
overlay, and 
in each 
im- 


provement project the City will 
spell out to the contractor what 
degree of thickness it wants for 
the overlay. 


Hable bid 45 cents for an inch, 


52 cents for I'.i inch and, as 
noted, GO cents for 
I'/a inch 


overlay, 
and 
Russell 
was 


authorized by the Commission to 
draw up an open-end contract 
with the low bidder covering 
from the minimum 20,000 square 
yards of hot-mix up to 40,000 
square yards. 


Unit price bids on the specified 


three thicknesses from four other 
bidders included: Golden Circle, 
Corsicana: 90 cents. $1, and 
$1.15; Young Brothers, Waco: 54 
cents, 66 cents and 78 cents; 
Uvalde, Dallas: 63 cents, 77 cents 
and 88 cents; and Downing, 
Waco: 58 cents, 72 cents and 84 
cents. 


Proposed as the first group of 


10 streets in Revenue Sharing 
Project No. 1 were the following, 
with the city's estimate of 
materials needed and cost per 
street: 


N. Beaton street from Second 


Avenue to Post Oak creek bridge, 
6,755 square yards, $4,053; 


W. Collin St. from 13th to 15th 


street, 
2,542 square yards, 


$1,525.20; 


W. Collin from 15th to 18th

This totals 41,048 yards of 


overlay materials at a cost of 
$24,828.80. Russell said it had 
been anticipated the best bid cost 
on the I 
1-- inch covering would be 


around one dollar and this was 
why he considered the Hable low 
bid of 60 cents per unit fantastic. 


In response from 
inquiries 


from the Commission, Russell 
said the street improvements 
financed from revenue sharing 
funds are 
in addition to the 


paving and improvement work 
proposed under the $1,500,000 
bond issue which voters approved 
Nov. 14.

Male Cows May 


Be Key to Beef- 


That's no Bui! 


WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Live- 


stock scientists are tinkering 
with the sex lives of bulls in 
hope of finding new ways of 
producing more beef without 
using DKS, the growth-boosting 
chemical 
now 
banned 
from 


livestock feed. 


The Agriculture Department 


said today in the January issue 
of 
"Agricultural 
Research" 


that if bulls or slightly altered 
males can be produced with 
more fat marbling—which in- 
dicates grades of meat—they 
might replace 
steers as the 


.main source of beef. 


One USDA scientist involved 


in beef cattle experiments told 
a reporter that the use of bulls, 
which secrete natural growth 
hormones, possibly could elimi- 
nate 
all 
need 
for 
synthetic 


chemical boosters such as DES. 


The chemical, diethylstilbest- 


rol, has been under fire from 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration because 
it has been 


known for years to cause can- 
cern in laboratory animals. As 
'of yesterday, Jan. 1, only im- 
planted pellets of DF,S are per- 
mitted in livestock and those 
are under review by FDA. 


Steers, which produce most 


of the nation's beef, are males 
which 
have 
been 
castrated 


usually at an early age. The op- 
eration eliminates the animal's 
natural 
production 
of 


testosterone which causes nor- 
mal bulls to develop rapidly 
into heavy, muscled male ani- 
mals. 


"Steers now hold an advan- 


tage in marbling, thus tend to 
grade higher than bulls," the 
report said. "However, bulls 
gain faster arid produce heavier 
carcasses with more lean meat 
than steers." 


Tests were conducted at the 


U.S. 
Meat 
Animal Research 


Center in Clay Center, Neb., 
using various forms of sex alte- 
ration. Normal bulls, steers and 
the other 
animals were fat- 


tened, slaughtered and 
corn- 


pared for meat quantity and 
quality. 


Bulls and males which had 


been altered slightly produced 
12 to 15 per cent more meat 
protein and 14 to 15 per cent 
less fat than steers. They also 
gained faster, produced heavier 
carcasses and had more meat 
cuts than steers.. 


Victory Nearing 
In Long Struggle

World Health Organization of- 


ficials report "unparalleled suc- 
cess" in their global efforts to 
wipe out the disease that lias 
killed millions and left count- 
less others 
blinded 
or dis- 


figured. 


The vaccine has been avail- 


able for nearly 200 years, but 
getting it to remote areas and 
administering 
mass 
in- 


oculations 
have 
been 
major 


problems in many parts of the 
world until recently. 


The number of new cases has 


becMi reduced from '!*•• million 
to less than 200,000 a year since 
a 
worldwide drive against 


smallpox was launched in I9G7. 
The figure may approach zero 
before the campaign marks its 
10th anniversary, the health of- 
ficials predict. 


Smallpox is believed to have 


started in India and Central 
Asia 
and 
spread 
westward. 


Scars 
like 
those 
caused by 


smallpox wore found on the 
mummified head of (lie Egyp- 
tian pharaoh Ramses VI. who 
died in lllili H.C. 


The 
disease 
had 
readied 


spectacular proportions in Eu- 
rope by the time of the Crusa- 
ders in the llth century. For 
hundreds of years after that, it 
swept 
nations with appalling 


regularity. 


A slave of Spanish conqueror 


HiTiiamlo Cortex is believed to 
have introduced smallpox into 
America in 1520. producing an 
epidemic that killed millions. 


Smallpox 
vaccine was dis- 


covered in 17!)li by Edward Jen- 
ner, an English country doctor 
who 
noticed 
that 
milkmaids 


who 
had 
suffered 
cowpox 


seemed immune to smallpox. 
Hut it was decades later, after 
more 
epidemics 
including 


one that killed 41,000 in Britapn 


before smallpox vaccination 


became mandatory in Western 
nations.

Corsicana already sells large 
volumes of water at less than 
most cities around and is the only 
city he knows of that sells water 
in excess of 10,000 gallons below 
what it costs Corsicana to 
produce "and we just didn't feel 
the 
City 
should 
subsidize 


everyone in the county and sell 
water at less than it costs to 
produce." 


PAY LION'S SHARE 


He acknowledged that "the 


easiest way" would be to raise 
rates on the low volume users, 
but reminded city officials these 
users already pay the lion's share 
and it isn't equitable to place a 
higher burden on them. 


Russell said abnout 90 per cent 


of the water customers wouldn't 
get an increase even though it is 
proposed to raise the minimum 
bill from $2.00 to $2.50. Where the 
present minimum bill of $2 
covers the first 1,000 gallons 


used, the new minimum rate of 
$2.50 would double the gallonage 
from 1,000 to 2,000 gallons, 
Russell pointed out noting that 
this is, in effect, a cut for the 
smallest users of water as they 
pay $2.85 for 2,000 gallons under 
present rates. 


Under the city manager's 


proposed rate structure, there 
would be no change in the present 
rate of 85 cents per 1,000 gallons 
from 2-5,000 gallons, no change in 
the 80 cents per 1,000 gallons from 
5-10,000 gallons; no change in the 
70 cents per 1,000 from 10,000 to 
20,000 gallons, nor in the 60 cents 
per 1,000 from 20-50,000 gallons. 


From 50-100,000 the rate would 


go up five cents to 55 cents per 
1,000; from 100,000-200,000 gallons 
the rate would go up five cents to 
45 cents per 1,000; from the 
present rate of 20 cents per 1,000 
from 200,000 to 500,000 gallons, 
the rate wuld be hiked to 30 cents 
per 1,000 from 200,000 gallons up 
to 1 million gallons. All over one 
million gallons would go up from 
the present 15 cents to 25 cents 
per 1,000 gallons. 


Commissiner 
Stroube said 


from the telephone calls he had 
received inquiring about the rate 
structure changes he wondered if 
people knew they faced an in- 
crease in water and sewer rates 
along with increased taxes. 


PUBLIC SAID AWARE 


City Manager Russell was 


joined by other commissioners 
and Mayor Sue Youngblood in 
observing that the public should 
be aware of this as it had been 
publicized to the voters before the 
bond election 
that 
Corsicana 


would need to raise water and 
sewer rates to generate about 15 
per cent more revenue from 
these sources in order to retire 
the two revenue bond issues. 


"We don't have any choice but 


to raise rates," Russell said, and 
this had been made evident to the 
voters all along. 


The sewer rate at present for 


residential customers runs $1.50 
per month plus 50 cents for each 
additional 
commode; 
the 


proposed rate would increase the 
rate 50 cents to $2.00 per month 
keeping the 50 cent charge in 


effect for each additional com- 
mode. 


The present sewer rate for 


commercial

furnished city officials is based 
on a somewhat 
complicated 


formula. The formual sets the 
rate for the first 5,000 gallons of 
water at $1.50, all over 5,000 
gallons of water "subtract $5.20 
for the amount of water, multiply 
by 15 and mark off four places 
and add $1.50 to the total." 


COMMERCIAL RATES 


Russell proposed 
that new 


commercial sewer rates be $2.50 
for the first 10,000 gallons of 
water, then 12 cents per 1,000 for 
the next 90,000 gallons of water 
billed, and 10 cents per 1,000 for 
all over 100,000 gallons of water 
billed. 


The city manager is to prepare 


an ordinance setting out these 
proposed rates for preliminary 
adoption at the next meeting 


City Commissioners set a 


public hearing at the Jan. 16 
meeting on the proposed an- 


nexation of a strip of land bet- 
ween Post Oak Creek and W. 
Hwy. 31, an area of 2.26 acres. 
The City is initiating the an- 
nexation, Manager Russell said 
for the purpose of extending 
utilities and making the cor- 
porate boundaries on the north 
side of the highway coincicde 
with the present corporate line on 
the south of the highway.

BEING COLOR-BLIND" 


"My friend and I were walking 


through the autumn woods. I had 
never seen the colors more lovely 
than they were that day. The 
woods were filled with Spanish 
Oak. 
From a little hill I could 


view a valley filled with different 
colors of red, rose and orange 
that characterize 
the shiny- 


vividness of the Spanish Oak in 
the fall of the year." I remarked 
on the colors to my friend. He 
said something very vague and 
noncommittal. 
"Then 
I 


remembered he was color-blind. 
"Red" to him was much like 
"gray" to me. And I realize he 
was not sharing this experience 
of the beauty of God at all. It 
made me a little lonely. Some of 
beauty is always lost when we 
observe it alone. But in my heart 
I was very grateful to God for this 
experience. 


"The thought occurs to me that 


a color-blind person has no way of 
knowing what he is missing. If he 
had ever seen colors normally, no 
doubt 
he 
would 
be 
very 


depressed. But since he has never 
seen colors as they are and as 
God meant for us to see them, he 
has no way of knowing what he 
has missed. And we have no way 
of communicating to him the 
beauty which we see. 


"I know a great many pagan 


people in our society who are 
blind to the beauties of Christ. 
Spirituality is a quality un- 
developed in them. They have 
little or no appreciation of things 
of the spirit and they do 
not 


know what they are missing. 
They are, of course, not only 
spiritually blind, but deaf and 
dumb as well: because they not 
only do not see the glories of God, 
they do not hear Him speak and 
they do not speak to Him either.

Judge Sam D. Johnson, a former resident of Hubbard, was 


sworn in Wednesday as Associate Justice of the Texas Supreme 
Court in public ceremonies at the Supreme Court Building in 
Austin. 


Johnson's election to the Associate Justice post made history 


by being the first time anyone ever gained a Supreme Court 
position in an uncontested election. Johnson filled the one open 
position on the Court. 


The new Associate Justice of the Texas Supreme Court was 


born and raised in Hubbard. 


Bill Green, city manager, told The Daily Sun he believes 


Johnson lived in Hubbard until the age of about 23. 


Johnson is the son of the late Sam D. Johnsons, Sr. 
Green said Johnson began his climb to the Supreme Court 


through an early law practice in Hillsboro. He was elected 
county attorney there and then district attorney. 


His next step up the ladder was to the office of district judge in 


1958, a position he occupied for seven years before resigning in 
1965. At that time, he moved to Houston to become the first 
director of the Houston Legal Foundation. He has held the 
position of Associate Justice of the 14th Court of Civil Appeals in 
Houston for some five years. 


During World War II, Johnson was a private in the 95th In- 


fantury Division of the Third Army. 


He is married to the former June Page of Raymondville, and 


they have three children, Miss Page Johnson, Mrs. Janet 
Johnson Beard and Sam Jim Johnson. Johnson has two sisters, 
Margorete Helen and Jerry Jo. 


Judge Johnson is an active Presbyterian layman and a trustee 


of the Presbyterian Children's Home and Service Agency. His 
wife and he are graduates of Baylor University, and Johnson is 
President-Elect of the Baylor Ex Students Association. 


The Judge is also a member of the Executive Committee of 


the Apellate Judge's Conference, a member of the American 
Bar Association's Standing Committee on Legal Aid and In- 
digent Defendants and a member of the Board of Directors of 


. the National Legal Aid and Defender Association. 


Mrs. Ray Jarvis of Hubbard, who lives just across the street 


from where the Judge grew up, described the new Supreme 
Court Associate Justice as "a fine young boy as he was growing 
UD.''
